Emigration. 


One of the most extraordinary features in 
the present history of the world, is the 


swelling tide ef emigration which is pour- 


ing into the United States from the great 
ocean of humanity. Such an extensive 
change of residence is a néw thing—an 
original idea with the present age. ‘The 
records of the past furnish no similitude. 
Sometimes, it is true, an entire nation of 
Goths or Vandals would desert their frail 
and temporary homes, and move, in a body, 
upon the more fertile fields of the South. 
But emigration proper had been limited to 
comparatively few and individual instances. 
No other nation has ever been the conver- 
ging point for such immense numbers, gath- 
ering from such various and distant locali- 
ties. ‘They come with a continuous and 
calculable increase. ‘Thus, the number ar- 
riving at the port of New York, of those 
liable to commutation money, was, in the 
year 1848, over 189,000; the next year, 
over 220,000 ; the next, over 212,000; and, 
in 1851, it mounted to about 290,000. A 
few countries furnish the bulk of these 
growing swarms, but a quota hails from al- 
most every habitable land. They come, 
of every color, feature and language. Hav- 
ing been brought from the extremities of 
earth, and concentrated in this crowded 
port, they hence diverge again, and spread 
themselves over the Western Continent. 
Every locomotive, traveling from the city, 
draws a greater or less number of these 
homeless wanderers. The decks of our 
upward-bound steamboats are piled with 
tiers of these sleeping strangers. America 
has become the home for the errant pilgrims 
of the world. 

In the main, the new-comers are men 
who can appreciate the institations, under 
the shadow of whose wings they nestle for | 
shelter. Ground to the earth by oppres- 
sion, the hardness of their fate has induced 
them to fly from tyrannous rule—disrapt 
all the ties that bound them to the land of 
their nativity—and. seek a new abode in 
free America. A glance at Europe shows 
that the number of will be 
be greatly augmen axes are increas- 
ing, The reins of despotism are drawing 
tighter and tighter.

The Teredo. 


Tue shipworm, or teredo, is a bivalve} 


| 
shell-fish, which, as if in revenge for the un- | 
ceasing war waged by mankind against its 
near relative the oyster, seems to have reg- 
istered a vow to extinguish the vitality of 
as many human beings as lies within its 
power. That power though exercised by 
an insignificant shell-fish, is a prodigious 
one, for ever since mankind turned attention 
to nautical affairs and went to sea in ships, 
the teredo has unceasingly endeavored, un- 
fortunately with too much success, to sink 
their marine conveyances. Nor have ves- 
sels alone been the object of its attacks, for 
many a goodly landing pier has it riddled | 
into shreds, not to speak of bolder attempts, 
such as the attempt to swamp Holland by 
destroying the piles of her embankments. 
The ship-worm is the only mollusk that has 
ever succeeded in frightening politicians, 
and more than once it has frightened them 
effectively. A century and a quarter ago, 
indeed all Europe believed the United Prov- 
inces were doomed to destruction, and that 
the teredo was sent by the Deity to pull 
down the growing arrogance of the Hollan- 
ders In our own coantry, although we 
undergo no danger of being suddenly sub- 
merged, as our Dutch neighbors might be, 
we have suffered seriously in our dockyards 
and harbors by the operations of the ship- 
worm, to which the soundest and hardest 
oak offers no impediment. As a defence 
against it, the under water portion of wood. 
work in dockyards has been studded with 
broad-headed iron nails. Like most mol- 
lusks, the teredo, though fixed when adult, 
is free in its young state, and consequently 
enabled to migrate and attach itself wher- 
ever mischief can be done by it. ‘Thus 
ships at sea are attacked, and no wood has 
yet been found capable of defying its efforts. 
Even teak and sissoo woods, hard as they 
are, dissolve before it with rapidity; and 
though the chemical process of kyanizing 
timber succesfully defeats the ravages of 
time, it fails before the voracity of the tere- 
do. By a remarkable instinct, the ship- 
worm tunnels in the direction of the grain 
of the wood whatever be its position, and 
thus succeeds in its purpose with destruc- 
tive rapidity. ‘Tite tube with which it lines 
its bore is sometimes nearly two feet and 
a half in length ; it is not always straight, 
for if the creature meets an impediment sof.- 
ficiently hard to defy its power, it takes a 
circuitous course and thus gets round the 


obstacle. In like manner it avoids any in- | ° 
terference with its fellow ship- worms, wind- | * 


ing round them in such a way, that at 
length a piece of wood attacked by many 
teredos becomes transformed into a knot 
of calcarious tubes. ‘The tabe is not the 
true shell of this dreadful mollusk, That 
body is to be sought for at its innermost 
extremity. It consists of two very small 
curved valves united at their s, and 
beautifully sculptured on their surfaces. 
The pipe or tube is a lime-walled thaft in- 
tended to keep up a communication be- 
tween the animal and the watery element 

for its existence, and to 
the soft body and long fleshy siphons of 
the creature. How the cavity in which it 
lives is excavated is still a matter of discus- 
sion among naturalists. There are many 
shell-fish endowed with the instinct to bar- 
row into wood or clay, or even hard stone; 
and it is not yet certain whether they do so 


by mechanical or by chemical agencies, or 
by a combination of the actions of an aa- 
and solvent. Many sea snails, as well 
as bivalve shell-fish, have the power to per-

|forate solid substances; and some of the 


predacious kinds exercise this faculty to the 
detriment of their brother shell-fish, by bo- 
ring through their outer coverings, and ex- 
tracting the juices of their bodies by means 
of long soft extensile trunks. There is rea- 
son to believe that this operation is effected 
by the aid of the siliceous teeth which stud 
their long ribbon shaped tongues. These 
microscopic teeth are beautiful objects, ex- 
bibiting regular and constant shapes; so 
constant, indeed, that by mere inspection of 


| a fragment of the tongue of a sea or land 


snail, the naturalist can pronounce to a cer- 
mf upon the affinities of the creature to 
which it belonged. Even its particular 
genus may be verified; and, in a few years, 
(for this kind of research is yet novel and 
only commenced,) probably its very species 
may be thus determined. ‘These teeth are 
arranged in transverse rows upon the 
tongue. From an ordinary individual of 
the common limpet, a tongue two inches in 
length may be calomel. armed with no 
fewer than 150 or more bands of denticles, 
twelve in each row, so that in all it may 
possess near 2,000 teeth. ‘The limpet uses 
this elaborate organ as a rasp with which 
to reduce to small particles the substances 
of the sea-weeds upon which it feeds. In 
some of our common garden slugs as many 
as 20,000 teeth may be counted. Wonder- 
ful, indeed, is this complication of minute 
organism ! 

Throughout nature apparent evils are 
compensated by unnoticed benefits. De- 
structive as the shipworm unquestionably 
is, nevertheless we could ill dispense with 
its services. ‘Though a devastator of ships 
and piers, it is also a protector of both, for 
were the fragments of wreck and masses of 
stray timber that would choke harbors and 
clog the waves, permitted to remain unde- 
stroyed, the loss of life and injuries to pro- 
perty that would result would soon far ex- 
ceed all the damages done and dangers 
caused by the teredo. This active shell-fish 
is one of the police of Neptune: a scaven- 
ger and clearer of the sen. It attacks every 
stray mass of floating or sunken timber 
with which it comes into contact, and soon 
redaces it to harmlessness and dust. For 
one ship sunk by it a hundred are really 
saved; and whilst we d ate the mis- 
chief and distress of which it has been the 
unconscious cause, we are bound to ack- 
nowledge that without its operations, there 
would be infinitely more treasure baried in 
abysees of the deep, and venturous mar- 
oomed to watery graves.— Westmin-

He 
was an extremely shy and nervous boy— 
though a man already in ripeness of charac- 
ter and in grasp of intellect; ant in refer- 
ence to his first interview with Dora Hens- 
ler, he wrote to his father: 

“TI felt, to a painful Sogres. my timidity 
and bashfulness before ladies; however 
much I improve in other society, 1 am sure 
I must get worse and worse every day in 
their eyes.’ Dora’s father-in-law, Dr. Hens- 
ler, was a profoundly learned man ; but he 
was even then astonished at the bashful 
boy’s extraordinary knowledge of the anci- 
ent world, and at his faculty of historical 
divination. In his family circle Niebuhr 
was soon at home. ‘The ladies were very 
kind to him—and he made the young 
Madam Hensler an offer of his hand. She 
—a Pjetist in religion—had made a vow at 
her husband’s grave never to marry again 
—and she was disposed to keep her vow. 
As she cou'd not marry Niebuhr herself, he 
asked her to choose a wife for him; and, 
after some thought, she selected her own 
sister, Amelia. In his union with this lady, 
Niebuhr was happy for some years. He 
succeeded in the world—served the State in 
various high offlees—acquired the friend- 
ship of the first men in Germany—and 
through the delivery of his lectures on Ko- 
man History, at Berlin, raised himself to a 
high place ia the intellectual hierarchy of 
Europe. His wife died—and he again so- 
licited Dora Hensler to accept his hand. 
But she adhered to her vow; and, again 
failing in his suit, he again requested her to 
provide a substitute. It would seem that 
the vow only stood between her and him- 
self—for she still retained himiu the family. 
This time she selected her cousin Gretchen, 
and strange as all this seems to us—ho 
married her. Dora’s refusals do not ap- 
pear, therefore, to have caused any, even 
momentary, suspension of the friendship 
between Niebuhr and herself. His letters 
to her—ever kind, serene, affectionate— 
present an unbroken series.”

Pride 
of sk 11 and fondness for displaying it, often 
draw men into practices which would oth- 
erwise have but little attraction. It is the 
low ambition of many to wish to be envicd. 
And whatever they are skillful in that will 
excite the envy, or elicit the applause of 
their associates—thai their vanity prompts 
them to pursne. The clown has this ambi- 
tion among clowns. The scorner ofall that 
_ 4s good or true has it among his reviling 
companions. The jester feels itand pursues 
his humor, though at the expense of pru- 
dence and chastity. And the gambler, fash- 
ionable or vulgar, feels it and acts upon it, 
though at the expense of his time and the 
dissipation of his mind. He glories in being 
accomplished in his game, both for the con- 
sciousness and the exhibition of his skill. 
He feels more self-complaisancy in winning 
a game from a skillful competitor than in 
gaining useful knowledge or imparting in- 
struction, or relieving the miscries of his 
fellow-men. 

Avarict is, of all others, the most fruitful 
source of gambling. Though the gaming- 
table is often sought after to kill time, or 
gratify vanity, yet it is a stronger impulse 
that draws most men thither. Amusement 
merely will not long satisfy the seeker of 
pleasure there. Pride of skill will not long 
sustain the excitement. It is the irresistible 
stimulus of avarice that plunges the pos- 
sessor into the excesses of this absorbing 
passion. If successful, it isa short and easy 
road to wealth. His coffers filled and his 
pride elated by a few successes, he grasps 
for more; and, impatient of paltry gairs, 
advances to higherand higher stakes till he 
would risk a kingdom on a shuffle or a 
move. 

Rarely, though most effectually, the gam- 
ing table is sought to stifle conscience. The. 
absorbing nature of this passion not only 
shuts out serious and profitable reflection 
—it does more, it crowds out conviction of 
guilt—it hushes the clamors of a troubled 
conscience. Intemperance cither stupifies 
or excites the mind; but it has its interval, 
when returning consciousness brings back 
the dread remorse. Intemperance, too, is a 
direct attack upon a frail body, that will at 
length upon a bed of pain deliver over the 
guilty man to the lust of conscience. But 
the passion for gambling may be indulged 
in to an engrossing extent, and with com- 
parative safety to the body. Hence, the 
fugitive from a troubled mind sometimes 
dissipates his fears in the excitement and 
Sescciated passions tbat brood and darken 
at the gaming-table. 

3. The passions it provokes. Distrust is 
one of the evil spirits that brood at the 

gaming-table. There is a desire of success 
on the part of all—whether the cause be 
pride of skill, mortification at defeat, or love 
of gain. If the game admit of fraud, and there 
are but few that do not, the anxious player 
is quick to distrust his fellow of dishonesty. 
It ie seen in the quick and suspicious glance 
of the eye, in the quivering lip, and in the 
scarcely suppressed charge. Let any con- 
siderable amount of money be at stake, and 


jab distrust will often amount to an angry 
charge, if not an open. rupture apd a deadly 
feud. 

. Envy, too sits at the gaming-table. Her 
restless ahd lustful eye fastens on the skill 
or treasures of the successful player. It is 
not so much that he fargets or blunders, as 
that others have the presence vf mind and 
the tact—that nettles the loser. It is not 
that he loses, but that. others vin, that sours 


| vokes his envy to a degree and strength that 
prepares him for robbery and violence. 

ANGER, too, is among the associated evils. 
It often reddens the check and flashes from 
the eye of the gambler. It is often opening 
the mouth with bitter words, and lifting the 
clenched hands for hard decds. Distrust 
provokes it—envy inflames it, gnd the ex- 
citement inseparable from the grave favors 
it. Often, too, the artificial stimulant of the 
intoxicating cup madiehs it, Hence, 

Revence is not an bncommon passion of 
the gamblcr. 

He has perhaps lest all, or has been 
brought so near the brink of bankruptcy 
as to tremble at his..anticipated poverty. 
He distrusts his successful competitor of 
dishonesty. Envy his partner’s success 
inflames his woundcd pride; and his sus- 
picions into anger. He sces his own 
folly, and between self-accusation and dis- 
trust, and envy and anger, conceives re- 
venge. He burns to plunge lucky or 
guilty robber into his oven misery. He re- 
solves at all hazards te ruin him. He will 
be more adroit—he will ‘overreath and de- 
feat him in the very artifice by which he 
suspects he himself has ‘been robbed. He 
doubles his wager. A splendid fortune, or 
irretrievable ruin depend on a-single move. 
But his more adroit paftner discuvers every 
attempt at dishonesty, and overreaches him 
and ruins him forever. - Revenge now seeks 
gratification in violence and bluod—or sinks 
into recklessness and despair—thé last and 
lowest state of mind to Which his viee bur- 
ries him. a 

His own rashness overwhelmns him with 
shame. Conscience, if not scared, scourges 
him for his dishonesty. His character gonc, 
his property squandered; he gives himsclt 
up recklessly to the spel{ by which he is 
bound. His feelings are soured toward his 
guilty companions, and -yct he clings ‘to 
them as all of the world for which he is fit. 
They have made him wretched, and yet he 
is more wretched in the society of better 
men. They have robbed him, and yet he is 
not contented out of their grasp. ‘He is op- 
pressed with shame and guilt,and yet he 
plunges deeper into vice, sinking lower and 
lower even in the dark catalogue of gam- 
blers. Even the very desperateness of’ his 
case hurrics him on and down in the dread- 
ful whirl of passion and of crime. 

But it is one of the worst effects of gam- 
bling that it begets a love for all kinds of dissi- 
pated amusement. The «mind, as it becomes 
absorbed with this passion, loses all relish 
for serious reflection, and for intellectual 
and moral instruction, Ordinary scenes 
and occupations are tame after the excilte- 
ment of his favorite game. Hence, his mind 
is ever in search of something exciting. 
Thus is he unfitted for real life. Especially 
is he unfitted for an honest one. He becomes 
thoroughly imbued with the world’s great | 
maxim, “money and pleasure ;” and in his. 


héadlong pursuit of them his moral percep- | 


tions are blunted—his better feelings dc- 
stroyed—and his preparation completed for 
the darkest deeds.

Correspondence from Quartzburg. 

Mr. Epiror,—! left in the steamer Kate 
Kearney tor Stockton, Although quite fa~ 
miliar with the usual arrangement of Missis- 
sippi river boats,to which class she belongs, 
[ had some difficulty, after paying tor my 
ticket, to find the first cabin. I discovered, 
however, that the true California principle 
had prevailed here. The mass of travelers 
comprise the mining and laboring classes, 
and for their accommodation principally 
the best part of the boat, the upper deck, is 
fitted with berths of the cheaper kind, at a 
lower price ; while the few who chose to pay 
the higher prices are here assigned to that 
part of tne boat, which on the Mississippi is 
allotted to decck-passengers, negroes, mules, 
horses, &c. It is, however, somewhat more 
splendidly fitted up in California. Being 
one of those who acknowledge the rights of 
the laborer, to the fullest extent, I most 
cheerfully acquiesced in the arrangement. 
I noticed that in every berth on the upper 
deck some bundle, gun, shovel, scythe, or 
vther article; was deposited to indicate a 
pre-emption claim to the berth. A claim, I 
beliete, seldom infringed upon. 

At Benicia we took on board a company 
of U. 8. troops, destined for some part of the 
Southern Indian frontier. After a pleasant 
sleep, we found ourselves about sunrise 
threading the sinuositi: s of the San Joaquin 
and its tributary slough, on which Stockton 
is situated. At the stagé office there, I 
found our very polite polyglot friend, Mr. 
Bonacina, formerly of San Jose, who says 
he speaks all languages well bug7his own, 
(the Italian,) which he has partially forgot- 
ten. He had me already booked for a scat 
in a “splendid new red Troy coacli,” be- 
longing to Whisman & Co.’s Mariposa mail 
line. The fare to Mariposa was 820, to 
Quartzburgh $15, with a liberal allowance 
of baggage. We whirled out of Stockron 
with as much ease and comfortas if we 
were going to an interior village in New 
York. There was something in the suburbs 
of Stockton, that level plain, and those grace- 
ful groves of oak, that struck a chord of old 
associations. My imagination figured among 


those trees a long row of plain brick build- 
ings, a white Doric temple, spacious public 
squares, churches, with tall spires, well-kept 
hotels, and divers beautiful mansions hid 
under the shades, behind lilacs a: d roses, 
and neat white fences. Alas!—it was a 
mirage of the morning—only the shadow of 
good things to corne. 

At some ten or twelve miles, the country, 
now spotted with flowers assumed very 
much the appearance of the level prairies of 
Illinois. Attwenty or thirty miles the prai- 
ries became rolling, much like the country 
between Naples and Jacksonville, in lilinois, 
though not quite so fertile. The road was 
excellent, as good as if McAdamized. The 
route lay out past “the lone tree hwuuse,” 
between the Sonora road, and the road to 
the French camp. I was struck with the 
absence of all attempts at cultivation on the 
upland prairies; and only in the river bot- 
toms, within sight from the road, did I no- 
tice some thirty or forty acres of grain in 
the whole distance to Quartzburg. 

At Heath and Emory’s, on the Stanislaus, 
we got an excellent dinner for $1. About 
len hour before sunset, we arrived at Dick- 
enson’s on the Tuolumne, 45 miles from 
Stockton. Here we were to spend the 
night, in a large and comfortable hotel, sit- 
uated under the shade of some splendid 
oaks, which the proprictor has had the 
good taste to preserve. In this particular, 
too often, «emigration tends to barbarism,” 
und our backwoodsmen, especially of the 
second generation, get to regard a shade 
tree as an Oregonian regards an Indian, a 
natural enemy, to be exterminated wherever 
it may be found. © 
Here we were to leave our comfortable 
Troy coach, for a covered spring wagon, 
just arrived from the other direction, The 
stages beth ways were full. Our passengers 
were plain men, but gentlemanly in their 
bearing, and we gathered around the warm 
stove in the bar-room to talk over the topics 
of the land. I betook myself to an old file 
of the London Punch, who probably little 
dreamed that his jokes would be read on 
the Tuolumne—if indeed he knew where 
the Tuolumne was at all. By the way, this 
is the best kind of punch that landlords ¢an 
provide for their guests, though I am aware 
that too many Californians prefer the other 


In the morning we Icft about daylight. 
Having much baggage to look after, the 
seats were all occupied before I was ready; 
and when I expressed my willingness to 
ride backwards, some one kindly suggested 
that I might have an opportunity by mount. 
ing on the baggage behind. This I did, 
using my blankets for a cushion, and the 
baggage lashings for a foot-rope. At first 
I teared being capsized at the crossing of 
some gulch; yct, after | had learned the ot, 
of maintaining a well-balanced body, (as 
well as mind,) I found my seat far prefera- 
ble to the confined position inside, I re- 
commend it to all hard-pressed travelers. It 
gives one an excellent opportunity to re- 
view his past course, and look out upon the 
scenery. 

We crossed the Tuolumne and all the 

principal rivers, by a ferry boat attached to 
a cable stretched across the stream. The 
waves of our rolling prairies began to roll 
higher after passing the Tuolumne—the 
soil became more sandy and gravelly, the 
vegetation less luxuriant. At Forbes’, on 
Dry Creek, I saw a stone house for the first 
time in California. Mr. Forbes was just 
commencing another. The stone was of a 
dull brown color; of sand mixed, cemented 
with a large proportion of clay, very soft 
when first quarried, and becoming hard af- 
ter exposure to the atmosphere. As the 
country becomes more settled, stone will be 
the favorite building material in the moun- 
tain districts. 
x Descending an abrupt bluff we came upon 
the valley of the Merced, which here runs 
through gravelly bottom lands from half a 
mile to a mile wide. Breakfasting at Snel- 
lings, we soon afler passed a hamlet of In- 
dian huts, whose inmates were washing 
gold in the bed of the Merced. Messrs. 
Belt & Co., who have the contract for sup- 
plying them with flour and beef, on the part 
of the United States, reside among them, 
and trade with them for their gold. They 
number from 500 to 700. ‘ 

Beyond the Merced the hills become 
more rocky, are covered sparsely with 
white oaks, and the soil in the ravines ex- 
hibits that peculiar red-clay appearance 
which indicates the presence of gold. Here 
and there we passed miners’ cabins, half 
log and half tent. A few scattered miners 
still remain at work, but the want of -water 
has sent most of them over tothe bars of 
the Merced. 

At five miles from the Merced, we ar- 
rived at Quartzburg, situated on rising 
ground, above the valley of a running stream 
called Burns’ Creek. The village corftains 


two frame buildings and four or five store 
tents or boarding houses. There are two 
quartz mills within a mile, one of which is: 
in very successful operation, and the other 
is refitting its machinery. There are some 
lifteen or twenty placer miners’ cabins 
within a mile of the village. 

Our journey hither has been attended with 
no more difficulty or danger than in going 
into a similar mining region in Pennsy!l- 
vania! Nor need an individual or a family, 
after getting fairly settled, enjoy much less 
of the real comforts of life than there. When

The appearance of the country is much 
more pleasant than I had anticipated. The 
hills are of the lower kind, not precipitous 
but gently rounded, and) covered with a 
thin clay and gravelly soil, which sustains 
a considerable growth of pasture oak, and 
plenty of grass for the working animals. 
The oaks and low shrabbery give a rural 
picturesque. cast to the scenery. Here and 
there on @e summits of the hills, the hard 
veins of quartz crop out, and lower down 
on the sides the slate rocks jut out in needle 
shaped points. 

From one of the hills near the village, I 
caughta glimpse of the Sierra Nevada east- 
ward, and of the wide bottoms and tulares 
of the San Joaquin soutb-westward. Monte 
Diablo bore N. 55 o W. (magnetic,) and 
the high mountains east of San Jose S. 650 
W., with a pocket compass. The distance 
from Stockton is called 75 miles. Mariposa 
is 20 miles 8S. E. of Quartzburg.* Stages run 
daily between Mariposa and Stockton. 

Of the quartz-mining in this region I am 
not yet prepared to speak, It is a subject 
to be carefully studied before one ought to 
undertake either to pronounce an opinion 
authoritatively on the subject, or to commu- 
nicate facts which more concern the private 
affairs of individuals than the public at 
large. When I am better posted up I may 
possible say more. Too many “facts” have 
-been communicated on this subject by half- 
informed or interested persons, Which were 
not facts at all: and others who have Stated 
the truth, have either presented it in an un- 
fair light, or omitted to tell the mhole truth.

ARRIVAL OF THE TENNESSEE. 


The Mail Steamer Tennessee arrived on 
Monday evening, the 10th instant, with four- 
teen days later intelligence from the Atlan- 
lic States. Her running time from Panama 
was 13 days and 21 hours. She brought 
603 passengers from Panama, and 63 from 
Acapulco—among them about 50 ladies.

Throughout the animal creation, the 
adaptation of the color of the creature to 
its haunts is worthy of admiration, as tend- 
ing to its preservation. The colors of in- 
sects, and of a multitude of the smaller anj- 
mals, contribute to their concealments. 
Caterpillars which feed on leaves are gene- 
rally either n, or have a large propor- 
tion of that hue in the color of their coats. 
As long as they remain still, how difficult 
it is to distinguish a grasshopper or youn: 


locust from the herbage or leaf on which ii | 


rests. The butterflies that flit about among 
flowers are colored like them. The small 
birds which frequent hedges have backs of 
enish or brownish green hue, and their 
lies are generally whitish, or light-col- 
ored, so a3 to harmonize with the sky. 
Thus they become less visible to the hawk 
or cat that passes above or below them. 
The wayfarer across the fields almost treads 
upon the skylark before he sees -it rise 
warbling to heaven’s gate. ‘he goldfinch 
or thistle-finch passes much of its time 
among flowers, and is vividly colored ac- 
cordingly.

Why does not the water at 212 degrees all 
flash in a moment, like gun powder into 
steam—that is, into 1700 times its original 
bulk? We cannot tell; we only know-it 
does not do it. 
aday, however, that water perfectly purged 
of all atmospheric air, (which all water con- 
tains a portion of,) when heated to 300 de. 
explodes instantly—that is, afl flashes at 
once into steam. ‘There is angther proper- 
ty belonging to water not sq universally 
known to engineers as it should be; name- 
ly, all the water in the boiler will become 
steam in a given time, when subjected ‘to 
constant heat and great pressure. If a
